Sir — In  acccordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  1168,  chapter  466,  Laws  of  1901,  the 
Board  of  Health  has  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Department 
of  Health  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1901  : 

Public  Health. 
The  condition  of  the  public  health  during  the  year  was  good,  the  death-rate  being  only  20.00 
per  1,000  living,  against  20.57  for  the  previous  year.     The  number  of  deaths  and  the  corres- 
ponding death-rates  in  the  various  boroughs  are  shown  in  the  following  table.

It  will  be  noticed  that,  although  there  was  a  decrease  of  only  152  in  the  deaths  for  the  entire 
city  in  1901,  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  death-rate  owing  to  the  increase  in  population,  in  all  the 
boroughs  excepting  The  Bronx.  This  exception  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  smallp  ox  hospital 
is  situated  in  this  borough  and  all  the  deaths  from  that  disease  are  credited  to  the  borough.  The 
increase  of  nearly  400  in  the  deaths  from  smallpox  accounts  for  most  of  the  448  increase  in  the 


deaths  in  this  borough  for  the  year,  the  remainder  being  due  to  the  increase  of  population,  which 
also  caused  an  increase  of  4.0  in  the  Borough  of  Queens,  these  two  boroughs  at  present  increasing 
in  population  much  more  rapidly  than  the  three  remaining  ones. 

When  the  causes  of  mortality  in  1900  and  1901  are  compared,  it  is  found  that  there  was  on 
general  and  well  distributed  decrease,  but  that  there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  deaths  from 
certain  causes,  balanced  by  an  equally  marked  decrease  in  others,  so  that  the  total  number  is 
almost  the  same  in  each  year.  This  will  appear  more  plainly  on  an  inspection  of  the  following 
table,  which  includes  all  the  diseases  that  caused  more  than  300  deaths  in  1901,  comprising  more 
than  eighty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  :

The  chief  items  of  increase  in  this  table,  i.  e.,  of  increase  greater  than  would  bs  accounted 
for  by  the  normal  increase  of  population,  are  small-pox,  scarlet  fever,  influenza,  heart  disease-, 
and  accident,  and  the  chief  items  of  decrease  are  measles,  diphtheria  and  croup,  tuberculosis, 
acute  bronchitis,  pneumonia  and  other  causes  not  specified  in  the  table. 

The  increase  of  smallpox  was  general  throughout  this  country  and  in  foreign  countries  where 
vaccination  is  not  thoroughly  carried  out.  So  long  as  this  slight  operation  is  not  generally  sub- 
mitted to,  there  must  be  gradual  accumulations  of  susceptible  material,  on  which  at  intervals  the 
infective  virus  of  smallpox  will  feed  until  it  is  for  the  time  exhausted.  The  intervals  in  this  city 
appear  to  be  about  six  or  seven  years,  both  for  this  disease  and  for  scarlet  fever. 

The  influenza,  which  showed  signs  of  increasing  malignancy  during  the  latter  part  of  1900 
continued  to  increase  during  the  early  part  of  1901,  causing  altogether  856  deaths  during  the 
year,  513  of  which  were  in  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx.  This  was  the  largest 
mortality  from  this  disease  since  its  first  appearance  in  1889,  with  the  exception  of  1891  and 
1895.  when  there  were  854  and  567  deaths  within  the  same  limits.  The  disease  in  1901,  how- 
ever, presented  one  peculiarity,  viz.,  that,  whereas,  in  former  years,  the  greatest  increase  of 
deaths  from  other  diseases  which  were  yet  directly  connected  with  the  epidemic,  was  from  acute 
inflammations  of  the  respiratory  organs,  there  was  actually  a  decrease  of  1,595  in  the  deaths  from 
bronchitis  and  pneumonia,  and  the  greatest  increase  was  in  diseases  of  the  heart,  heretofore  less 
seriously  affected. 

The  increase  of  799  in  the  deaths  from  accidental  causes  was  entirely  due  to  sunstroke, 
mainly  occurring  in  the  extremely  hot  week  that  included  July  4.  There  were  1,273  deaths  from 
that  cause  during  the  year,  of  which  989  occurred  in  the  week  ending  July  6.  689  of  these 
deaths  were  reported  in  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  a  greater  number  than  ever 
before  recorded  in  this  city,  the  nearest  approach  to  it  having  been  in  the  hottest  week  of  1896, 
when  there  were  648.  This  great  mortality  in  1901  occurred  during  the  latter  part  of  a  heated 
period  including  the  eight  days  from  June  26  to  July  3,  when  the  maximum  daily  temperature 
never  fell  below  90  degrees,  and  on  July  1  and  2  reached  100  degrees.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that 
in  spite  of  this  terrific  heat  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in  these  two  boroughs  (the 
old  City  of  New  York)  was  only  1,671,  as  compared  with  1,810  during  the  hottest  week  of  1896. 

We  appear  to  be  undergoing  a  somewhat  protracted  period  of  hot  summers,  so  far  as  can  be 
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judged  from  the  number  of  deaths  from  sunstroke.     In  more  than  50  years  theie  have  been  only 
twelve  in  which  there  were  200  or  more  sunstrokes  reported.     The  list  follows  :

The  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  from  this  cause  has  been  greater  during  the  past 
ten  years  than  during  any  previous  decade  since  1850. 

INFANT   MORTALITY. 

The  infant  mortality  has  been  decreased  year  by  year,  and  during  the  past  year  was  lower 
than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  Department.  There  can  hardly  be  a  doubt  that  most  of 
this  decrease  is  due  to  the  general  recognition  and  appreciation  of  the  results  of  bacteriological 
investigations,  and  the  consequent  attention  paid  to  the  food  and  especially  the  milk  supply, 
although  there  have  been  other  powerful  factors  in  bringing  about  the  improvement,  such  as  the 
seaside  and  country  work  of  the  charitable  societies,  the  activity  of  the  summer  corps  of  tene- 
ment-house doctors  and  the  improved  condition  of  the  streets.

This  is  surely  a  remarkable  showing.  The  result  of  the  careful  attention  paid  to  the  milk 
supply  appears  in  the  marked  decrease  in  the  deaths  of  infants  from  diarrhceal  diseases.  In 
making  up  the  following  table  the  International  or  Bertillon  classification  has  been  followed, 
including  under  this  heading  diarrhea,  entero-colitis,  cholera  infantum,  gastro-enteritis,  enteritis 
and  chronic  diarrhoea  or  ulceration  of  the  intestines,  and  excluding  cholera  morbus  and  dysentery. 
It  shows  the  total  deaths  from  diarrhceal  diseases  of  infants  under  two  years  of  age  in  the  boroughs 
of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  (the  old  city).

CONTAGIOUS   DISEASES. 
There  was   a   considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  contagious  diseases   reported,    viz., 
45>723  against  41,709  in  1900.     This  increase  was  entirely  in  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and 
Brooklyn,  there  being  a  decrease  in  all  the  other  boroughs,  as  shown  in  the  following  table  :

The  increase  was  due  almost  altogether  to  two  diseases,  scarlet  fever  and  small-pox,  both  of 
which  made  a  periodic  visitation.

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  reported  cases  of  diphtheria  and  croup  in  every  borough  but 
Brooklyn,  where  there  was  about  two  per  cent,  of  increase,  and  a  decrease  of  typhoid  fever  in 
every  borough  but  Manhattan,  where  there  was  a  twelve  per  cent,  increase.  The  decrease  in 
measles  was  very  great  all  over  the  city,  ranging  from  over  eighty-three  per  cent,  in  The  Bronx 
to  about  twenty-nine  per  cent,  in  Manhattan.  The  increase  of  scarlet  fever  was  greatest  in 
Brooklyn,  176  per  cent  over  1900,  and  least  in  Richmond,  about  two  per  cent.  Next  to  Brooklyn 
came  Manhattan,  with  15S  per  cent,  increase,  the  increase  naturally  being  the  greatest  in  the 
densest  population  and  smallest  in  the  most  scattered.  The  increase  of  small-pox  was  well 
distributed  throughout  the  city,  the  actual  number  of  cases  ranging  from  1,198  in  Manhattan  to( 
3  in  Richmond,  against  132  and  o  respectively  in  1900.

General  Work  of  the  Department. 

The  details  of  the  operations  of  the  Sanitary  Bureau  and  the  Bureau  of  Records  will  be  found 
in  the  reports  of  the  heads  of  those  bureaus,  respectively,  which  are  annexed  to  this  report. 

As  an  evidence  of  their  activity,  it  may  be  mentioned  here  that  during  the  year  72,568 
specimens  of  milk  were  examined,  128,642  dead  animals  were  removed  from  the  streets, 
10,481,674  pounds  of  milk,  fruit,  meat,  fish,  and  other  foods  were  condemned  and  seized,  373,638 
persons  were  vaccinated,  31,324  bacteriological  examinations  were  made,  132,475  cubic  centi- 
meters of  diphtheria  and  20,235  of  vaccine  virus  were  produced,  10,448  children  were  excluded 
from  the  schools  by  the  medical  school  inspectors,  5,288  patients  were  treated  in  the  Department 
hospitals,  70,720  deaths,  80,735  births,  33,447  marriages,  and  5,750  still-births  were  recorded, 
indexed  and  tabulated,  26,361  searches  of  the  records  were  made,  and  23,296  transcripts  thereof 
issued. 

Small-pox. 

The  marked  increase  of  small-pox  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  made  it  necessary,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  to  adopt  special  measures  for  its  suppression,  and  on  January  8  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  passed  : 

"  Whereas,  The  report  of  the  Sanitary  Superintendent  of  this  Department,  a  copy  of  which 
"  is  hereto  annexed,  shows  that  smail-pox  is  prevalent  to  a  large  extent  in  The  City  of  New  York, 
"  and  that  it  is  necessary  to  appoint  an  additional  number  of  vaccinators  to  prevent  the  spread 
"  of  said  disease  ;  therefore  be  it 

l-  Resolved,  That  this  Board,  pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  the  provisions  of  chapter 
•  535  °*  lne  Laws  of  1893,  hereby  certifies  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  that  the 
"  sum  of  twenty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($22,500),  should  be  appropriated  for  the  year 
"  1901,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  required  to  be  incurred  by  the  Board 
"  of  Health  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health  in  employing  seventy-five  vaccinators  for 
«'  three  months,  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  month." 

The  necessary  funds  having  been  appropriated,  a  large  number  of  vaccinators  were  appointed, 
and  further  supplies  of  money  being  furnished,  they  were  kept  at  work  during  the  greater  part 
of  the  year. 

Additional  hospital  accommodation  being  found  necessary,  resolutions  were  passed  on  March 
6  and  July  27,  requesting  appropriations  of  ten  thousand  dollars  and  twenty  thousand  dollars 
respectively,  for  the  construction  of  additional  buildings  on  North  Brother  Island.  The  money 
having  been  furnished,  three  additional  pavilions  were  constructed  in  connection  with  Riverside 
Hospital.  It  was  also  found  necessary  to  provide  additional  accommodation  at  the  Kingston 
Avenue  Hospital  in  Brooklyn,  and  tents  were  erected  for  that  purpose. 

Malarial   Diseases. 

In  consequence  of  the  new  views  lately  prevailing  regarding  the  cause  and  propagation  of 
malarial  fevers,  the  Board,  on  August  30,  passed  the  following  resolutions  : 

"  Whereas,  Recent  investigations  have  shown  that  malarial  fever  is  an  infectious  disease  and 
"  can  be  largely  prevented  by  the  adoption  of  simple  precautions  ;  and 
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"  Whereas,  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Department  of  Health  to  prevent  the  extension  of  malarial 
"  fever,  which  now  exists  in  some  of  the  boroughs,  to  the  other  boroughs,  and  to  restrict  its 
"  prevalence  in  those  where  it  already  exists  ;  therefore,  be  it 

"  Resolved,  That  all  public  institutions,  hospitals,  homes,  asylums,  etc.,  be  required  to 
':  report  all  cases  of  malarial  fever  which  come  under  their  observation,  giving  the  name,  age, 
"  sex,  occupation  and  present  address  of  the  patient,  and  also  information  as  to  whether  the 
"  attack  is  a  primary  affection  or  a  relapse,  and  the  address  where  the  disease  was  probably 
"  contracted. 

"  Resolved,  That  all  physicians  in  The  City  of  New  York  be  requested  to  furnish  similar 
"  information  in  regard  to  patients  suffering  from  malarial  fever  under  their  care. 

"Resolved,  That  the  circulars  of  information  of  the  Department  of  Health  regarding  '  The 
"  '  Causation  and  Prevention  of  Malarial  Fever  '  be  mailed  to  the  addresses  at  which  malarial 
"  infection  has  apparently  been  contracted,  and  also  to  the  addresses  from  which  the  cases  are 
"  reported,  when  these  are  different. 

"  Resolved,  That  postal  cards  for  furnishing  the  required  data  be  prepared  and  forwarded  to 
"  institutions  and  physicians  for  reporting  the  cases  of  malarial  fever  which  come  under  thei 
"  observation,  as  is  done  in  other  infectious  diseases." 

The  circular  referred  to  in  these  resolutions  is  the  following  : 

"  Recent  investigations  have  shown  that  malarial  fever  belongs  to  that  class  of  diseases 
"  which  require  for  their  transmission  the  active  services  of  a  definite  species  of  mosquito,  i.  e. 
"  Anopheles.  This  species  is  not  the  common  one  of  this  region,  but  still  it  is  present  in  many 
"  localities. 

"  The   organism    causing   malarial  fever  (the  Plasmodium  malanae)   is    probably  a    true 
"  parasite,  and  so  far  as  we  know,  only  finds  the  conditions  necessary   for  its  existence  in  the^j 
"  living  human  body,  and  in  this  species  of  the  mosquito,  the  latter  becoming  infected  by  suck-| 
"  ing  the  blood  from  an  infected  human  being.     The  malarial  organism  having  thus  entered  thi 
"  stomach  of  the  mosquito,  then  passes  through  certain  changes  in  the  body  of  the  infectei 
"  insect,  and  at  the  end  of  about  ten  days  reaches  the  poison  gland.     After  this  time,  if  the 
"  mosquito  bites  another  human  being,  the  malarial  organism  is  introduced  into  the  circulation 
"  of  the  latter,  and  malarial  fever  follows. 

"  So  far  as  we  know  certain  localities  are  malarious  only  because  they  furnisli  favorable  con- 
"  ditions  for  breeding  this  species  of  mosquito.  Malarial  fever,  however,  would  not  occur  in  any 
"  malarious  district  unless  some  infected  human  being  were  in  it,  or  came  into  it  and  infected 
"  the  mosquitoes,  which  in  turn  infected  other  human  beings. 

"  Recent  observations  in  the  intensely  malarial  districis  in  Italy  and  Africa  have  shown  that 
"  even  newcomers  in  these  regions  who  purposely  expose  themselves  by  living  in  the  most  highly 
"  malarious  areas,  for  example,  the  Roman  Campagna,  do  not  develop  malarial  fever  if  they  are 
"  carefully  protected  from  thelites  of  mosquitoes  ;  and  further,  it  has  been  shown  that  this  disease 
"  may  be  produced  with  certainty  if  a  mosquito  of  the  Anopheles  species  is  allowed  to  bite  a 
«  person  suffering  from  malarial  fever,  and  then,  after  a  sufficient  time,  is  allowed  to  bite  a 
"  healthy  person. 
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"  Certain  simple  precautions  suffice  to  protect  persons  living  in  malarial  districts  from 
"  infection  : 

"  First — Proper  screening  of  the  house  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  the  mosquito  (after  care- 
"  ful  search  for  and  destruction  of  all  those  already  present  in  the  house)  and  screening  of  the 
"  bed  at  night.  The  chief  danger  of  infection  is  at  night  (the  Anopheles  bite  mostly  at  this 
"  time). 

"  Second — The  screening  of  persons  in  malarial  districts  who  are  suffering  from  malarial 
"  fever,  so  that  mosquitoes  may  not  bite  them  and  thus  become  infected. 

"  Third — The  administration  of  quinine  in  full  doses  to  malarial  patients  to  destroy  the 
"  malarial  organisms  in  the  blood. 

"  Fourth — The  removal  of  the  breeding  places  of  the  mosquito  through  drainage,  filling  up 
"  of  holes  and  surface  pools,  and  emptying  of  tubs,  pails,  etc.,  which  contain  stagnant  water. 

"  These  mosquitoes  particularly  breed  in  surface  rain-water  pools  and  surface  stagnant  water 
"  where  there  are  no  fish,  and  in  pails  or  tubs  of  standing  water,  etc. 

"  Fifth — The  destruction  of  the  mosquito  larva  in  pools  which  cannot  be  drained  or  filled, 
"  by  the  use  of  petroleum  thrown  upon  the  surface. 

"  These  measures  if  properly  carried  out  will  suffice  to  greatly  restrict  the  prevalence  of  the 
"  disease,  and  to  largely  prevent  the  occurrence  of  new  malarial  infections. 

"  It  must  be  remembered  that  when  a  person  is  once  infected,  the  organisms  may  remain 
*'  in  the  body  for  many  years,  producing  from  time  to  time  relapses  of  the  fever. 

"  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Department  of  Health  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  location  of  the 
"  cases  of  malarial  fever,  so  that  the  people  may  be  instructed  as  to  the  danger  of  infection  and 
"  the  methods  of  avoiding  it. 

"  A  case  of  malarial  infection  in  a  house,  whether  the  person  is  actively  ill  or  the  infection 
"  is  latent,  in  a  locality  where  the  Anopheles  mosquitoes  are  present,  is  a  constant  source  of 
"  danger,  not  only  to  the  inmates  of  the  house,  but  to  the  immediate  neighborhood,  if  proper 
"  precautions  are  not  taken.  It  should  be  noted  in  this  connection  that  the  mosquitoes  may  remain 
"  in  a  house  through  an  entire  winter  and  probably  infect  the  inmates  in  the  spring  upon  the 
"  return  of  the  warm  weather. 

"  Malarial  fever  is  quite  prevalent  in  certain  boroughs  of  New  York  City,  and  is  likely  to 
•*  extend  to  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn,  in  view  of  the  extensive  excavations  taking 
"  place  in  various  parts  of  these  boroughs,  if  means  are  not  taken  for  its  prevention. 

"The  Board  of  Health  desires  the  co-operation  of  all  physicians  in  its  efforts  to  disseminate 
"  information  in  regard  to  the  causation  and  prevention  of  malarial  fever,  and  in  its  efforts  to 
"  restrict  the  prevalence  of  this  disease  in  New  York  City.

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Sanitary  Code. 

The  Sanitary  Code  was  amended  during  the  year  in  two  respects,  viz.,  the  sale  of  horse- 
meat  within  the  city  limits  and  the  temperature  of  milk  offered  for  sale. 

On  February  6  section  86  of  the  Sanitary  Code  was  amended  as  follows,  the  additional 
matter  being  underlined  : 

"Section  86.  That  neither  the  business  of  slaughtering  cattle,  nor  the  keeping  of  any 
"  slaughter-house,  nor  the  yarding  of  cattle,  shall  be  begun  or  undertaken  at  any  new  or  addi- 
"  tional  place  within  The  City  of  New  York,  except  pursuant  to  a  permit  from  this  Department  ; 
"  nor  shall  any  person  or  corporation  keep  any  slaughter-house  or  yard,  or  any  cattle  therein 
"  hereafter,  without  a  permit  from  this  Department,  and  the  slaughtering  of  horses  for  food  is 
"  prohibited,  and  no  horses  shall  be  slaughtered  in  The  City  of  New  York  without  a  permit,  in 
"  writing,  from  the  Department  of  Health  ;  and  no  meat  of  slaughtered  horses  shall  be  brought 
"  into,  or  held,  kept  or  offered  for  sale  at  any  place  in  said  city." 

On  August  5  the  following  amendment  to  section  63  was  adopted,  the  new  matter  being 
underlined  as  before  : 

"  Section  63.  No  milk  which  has  been  watered,  adulterated,  reduced  or  changed  in  any 
"  respect  by  the  addition  of  water  or  other  substance,  or  by  the  removal  of  cream,  shall  be 
"  brought  into,  held,  kept  or  offered  for  sale  at  any  place  in  The  City  of  New  York  ;  nor  shall 
"  any  one  keep,  have  or  offer  for  sale  in  the  said  city  any  such  milk. 

"  The  term  '  adulterated  '  when  so  used  in  this  section  means  : 

"  First — Milk  containing  more  than  eighty-eight  per  centum  of  water  or  fluids. 

"  Second — Milk  containing  less  than  twelve  per  centum  of  milk  solids. 

"  Third — Milk  containing  less  than  three  per  centum  of  fats. 

"  Fourth — Milk  drawn  from  animals  within  fifteen  days  before  or  five  days  after  parturition. 

"  Fifth — Milk  drawn  from  animals  fed  on  distillery  waste,  or  any  substance  in  a  state  of 
"  fermentation  or  putrefaction,  or  on  any  unhealthy  food. 

"  Sixth — Milk  drawn  from  cows  kept  in  a  crowded  or  unhealthy  condition. 

"  Seventh — Milk  from  which  any  part  of  the  cream  has  been  removed. 

"  Eighth — Milk  which  has  been  diluted  with  water  or  any  other  fluid,  or  to  which  has  been 
"  added  or  into  which  has  been  introduced  any  foreign  substance  whatever. 

"  Ninth — Milk,  the  temperature  of  which  is  higher  than  50  degrees  Fahrenheit." 

The  Park  Avenue  Tunnel. 
During  the  spring  and  summer,  complaints  about  the  foul  air,  the  smoke  and  steam  and  the 
heat,  due  to  the  poor  ventilation  of  the  railway  tunnel  in  Park  avenue,  north  of  Fifty-sixth  street, 
became  more  and  more  numerous  and  insistent.  On  July  22  a  communication  was  presented  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Board  from  District  Attorney  Philbin,  requesting  the  Department  of  Health 
to  make  an  investigation  of  the  matter.  An  inspection  had,  however,  already  been  ordered,  and 
at  the  same  meeting  the  report  of  Inspectors  Sprenger  and  Shears  was  presented,  embodying  the 
results  of  their  investigation.     A  month  later,  on  August  29,  the  following  order  was  issued  : 
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"  That  the  sewers  under  the  surface  of  the  floor  of  the  tunnel  be  properly  closed  gas-tight  ; 
"  that  proper  and  sufficient  water-closet  accommodations  be  provided  for  the  employees  in  said 
"  tunnel  ;  that  the  brick  and  stone  sustaining  walls  between  the  three  sections  of  the  tunnel  be 
"  removed,  and  proper  and  sufficient  steel  girders  and  columns  be  placed  in  lieu  of  same  ;  that 
"  the  small  shafts  which  ventilate  the  tunnel  between  Sixty-seventh  and  Seventy-first  streets  and 
"  between  Eighty-first  and  Ninety-fifth  streets  be  enlarged  and  extended  on  every  block  in  a  like 
"  manner  to  conform  with  the  ventilating  shafts  from  Fifty-sixth  to  Sixty-seventh  street." 

On  the  following  day  the  counsel  and  engineer  ot  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  appeared  before  the  Board  and  requested  an  extension  of  time  in  which  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  order.  An  extension  -was  granted  until  September  18,  and  subsequently 
other  extensions  were  granted,  a  portion  of  the  order  having  been  complied  with,  until  on  Novem- 
ber 20  an  application  was  received  from  the  company  requesting  that  certain  portions  of  the  order 
be  rescinded.  This  application  was  laid  upon  the  table,  and  no  further  action  in  the  matter  was 
taken  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.

Sirs  —I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  work  performed  in  the  Sanitary  Bureau 
during  the  year  1901. 

The  Sanitary  Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Health  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Sanitary  Super- 
intendent, assisted  by  five  Assistant  Sanitary  Superintendents,  one  in  charge  of  each  of  the  five 
boroughs. 

F.  H.  Dillingham,  M.  D.,  in  charge  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan. 

Robert  A.  Black,  M.  D.,  in  charge  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn. 
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Eugene  Monaghan,  M.  D.,  in  charge  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx. 

Obed  L.  Lusk,  M.  D.,  in  charge  of  the  Borough  of  Queens. 

John  L.  Feeney,  M.  D.,  in  charge  of  the  Borough  of  Richmond  ;  died  May  31,  1901.

The  Sanitary  Bureau  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  inspecting  and  reporting,  in  proper  form,  all 
nuisances  or  causes  of  danger  to  the  public  health  ;  with  the  execution  of  the  orders  of  the  Board  ; 
with  the  care  of  contagious  diseases  ;  with  the  inspection  of  foods  and  offensive  trades  ;  with  the 
inspection  of  mercantile  establishments  and  issuance  of  employment  certificates  ;  with  the  patho- 
logical, bacteriological  and  chemical  research  and  investigations,  and  with  the  inspection  of  J 
scholars  attending  the  public,  parochial  and  private  schools.

The  number  of  complaints  received  from  citizens  was  37,874,  all  of  which  were  referred  to 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  Sanitary  Police  for  investigation  and  report. 

The  Sanitary  Superintendent  during  the  same  period,  under  instructions  and  authority  of 
the  Board,  granted  2,478  permits  to  discharge  cargoes,  under  proper  vouchers  from  the  Health 
Officer  of  the  Port,  and  9,781  miscellaneous  permits,  under  the  Sanitary  Code. 

Inspections  made  during  the  year  1901,  show  that  in  the 

Borough  of  Manhattan  there  were  3,326  stables  and  65,086  horses  ; 

Borough  of  The  Bronx  there  were  2,236  stables  and  8,200  horses; 

Borough  of  Richmond  there  were  1,573  stables  and  3,856  horses; 

Borough  of  Brooklyn  there  were  6,709  stables  and  33,480  horses. 

The  census  of  the  Borough  of  Queens  was  not  completed.

The  International  or  Bertillon  Classification. 
Upon  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Roger  S.  Tracy,  Registrar  of  Records,  that  the  classification 
of  the  causes  of  death  as  arranged  and  adopted  at  the  International  Congress  of  Hygiene  and  Dem- 
ography held  at  Paris  in  August,  1900,  be  adopted,  a  resolution  to  that  effect  was  passed  by  the 
Board  and  this  system  ot  classifying  causes  of  deaths  went  into  effect  January  1,  1901.  Although 
not  a  perfect  one,  this  classification  possesses  the  merit  of  rendering  possible  comparisons  of  the. 
different  causes  of  death  among  most  of  the  civilized  nations  of  the  world,  and  the  further  merit 
of  providing  for  a  decennial  revision,  thus  keeping  step  with  the  advances  that  are  constantly 
made  in  medical  and  surgical  knowledge.

The  seemingly  high  death  rate  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  as  compared  with  those  of  the 
other  boroughs,  is  due  to  the  presence  of  several  large  hospitals,  notably  Seton,  St.  Joseph's, 
Riverside  and  Colored  Home  and  Hospital,  the  majority  of  whose  inmates  are  residents  of  the 
other  boroughs,  Manhattan  in  particular.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  chief  increases  were  among  the  following  diseases  :  influenza,  scar- 
let fever,  small-pox,  circulatory  diseases  and  accidents,  and  the  chief  decreases  among  the  tuber- 
cular diseases,  pneumonia,  bronchitis,  measles,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria  and  croup. 
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The  following  comparative  table  of  the  years  1900  and  1901  shows  the  deaths  from  all 
causes  with  the  increases  and  decreases  by  months  ;  the  former  occurring  during  the  first  month 
and  the  last  sixth  months  of  the  year,  and  the  latter  during  February,  March,  April  and  May,  the 
month  of  June  showing  a  difference  of  only  one  death  ;  the  excess  in  January  was  due  to  an 
increased  number  of  deaths  from  influenza  and  pneumonia  ;  the  decrease  in  the  next  four  months 
to  a  less  number  of  deaths  from  influenza,  measles  and  pneumonia  ;  the  excess  in  the  third 
quarter  to  the  intense  hot  spell,  and  in  the  last  quarter  in  great  measure  to  an  epidemic  of 
measles  increasing  the  deaths  from  acute  respiratory  diseases,  and  to  an  increase  in  the  deaths 
from  circulatory  diseases.

ight  be  expected  that  the  excess  of  244  deaths  from  influenza  would  be  accompanied  by 
a  corresponding  increase  in  the  deaths  from  respiratory  diseases,  but  there  was  1,593  less  deaths 
from  the  latter  in  1901  than  in  the  previous  year  ;  since  its  first  visitation  over  twelve  years  ago 
the  deaths  from  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  have  risen  or  fallen  to  an  extent  measurable  by 
the  prevalence  of  a  severe  or  mild  form  of  influenza,  and  the  year  1901  would  have  proved  no 
exception  in  this  regard,  as  compared  with  the  previous  years,  if  another  fruitful  cause  of 
pneumonia,  to  wit,  measles — a  severe  epidemic  of  which  prevailed  during  the  first  six  months  of 
1900  causing  the  considerable  increase  in  deaths  from  pneumonia  as  shown  in  the  following  table — 
had  not  shown  itself,  fortunately,  in  a  very  mild  form  during  the  first  ten  months  of  the  year, 
when  again  it  assumed  a  severe  type  which  has  continued  almost  to  the  present  writing  ;  during 
the  first  four  months  of  1900  there  were  reported  1,113  more  deaths  of  children  under  five  years 
of  age  from  all  respiratory  diseases  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1901.

Circulatory  Diseases. 
The  increase  of  897  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  as  compared  wi:h  the 
previous  year  was  not  confined  to  any  one  month,  but  extended  throughout  the  entire  year  with 
the  exception  of  the  month  of  January  ;  the  increase  was  chiefly  among  the  organic  diseases  of 
the  heart,  and  was  probably  due  to  the  effect  of  the  severe  type  of  influenza  prevailing  ;  with 
the  disappearance  of  the  influenza  during  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  there  followed  a  decrease 
in  the  number  of  deaths  from  organic  heart  diseases,  and  with  its  gradual  reappearance  in  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  these  disease-.

The  rates  of  mortality  in  the  Boroughs  of  Brooklyn  and  The  Bronx  are  higher  than  those  of 
the  other  boroughs  by  reason  of  the  presence  in  them  of  the  two  contagious  disease  hospitals, 
Kingston  Avenue  and  Riverside  ;  during  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  the  former  not  only- 
received  its  usual  quota  from  its  own  borough,  Brooklyn,  but  in  addition  all  cases  occurring  in 
Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  which  requested  removal  to  the  institution,  or  which  were  forced  to 
go  there  because  of  insufficient  isolation  at  home.  Riverside  Hospital  for  nine  months  of  the 
year  received  its-  quota  from  its  own  borough,  The  Bronx,  and  all  cases  referred  to  it  from  Man- 
hattan during  that  period. 

Small-pox. 

There  were  410  deaths  from  small-pox  during  the  year  against  12  during  the  previous  year  ; 
there  were  1,964  cases  reported,  and  over  95  per  cent,  of  these  cases  came  from  the  three  principal 
boroughs,  to  wit,  Manhattan,  Brooklyn  and  The  Bronx,  so  that  we  may  take  it  for  granted  that 
95  per  cent,  of  the  deaths,  or  389  of  the  410  should  be  credited  to  these  boroughs,  and  comparing 
this  with  the  deaths  from  this  disease  in  previous  years  in  the  three  boroughs  mentioned,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  go  back  twenty  years  to  1881  before  we  encounter  a  mortality  equal  to  or  above 
that  of  this  year  ;  the  conclusion  is  warranted  that  this  increase  is  due  to  the  accumulation  of  a 
large  number  of  non-immunes  and  persons  in  whom  the  protection  afforded  by  vaccination  had 
ceased  to  exist.  In  the  light  of  past  experience  there  is  a  strong  probability  that  the  mortality 
from  this  disease  for  the  year  1902  will  almost  equal  that  of  iooi,  unless  the  strong  preventive 
measures  in  operation  at  present  reduce  the  number  of  susceptibles  to  a  minimum. 


Typhoid  Fever. 


The  very  slight  increase  (9)  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year  is  more  than  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  the  population.

Measles. 

As  there  were  7,000  less  cases  reported  than  in   1900,  there  consequently  was  a  considerable 

decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  as  well  as  from  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  in 

children. 

Diphtheria  and  Croup. 

There  were  548  fewer  cases  of  these  two  diseases  reported  and  a  decrease  of  209  death> 
occurred,  the  lower  mortality  rate  in  1901  being  due  probably  to  an  increased  use  of  antitoxine. 

Diarrheal    Diseases. 

The  excess  of  (78)  deaths  from  diarrhoeal  diseases  in  the  year  1901  is  small  compared  with 

those  of  the  previous  year,  and  if  the  increase  in  population  be  taken  into  consideration  a  lesser 

death-rate  from  these  diseases  will  be  shown,  the  actual  figures  being  1.91  per  1,000  in  1901,  and 

1.94.  per  1,000  in  1900. 

Accidental  Deaths. 

The  excess  of  799  accidental  deaths  in  1901  was  due  entirely  to  the  exceedingly  large  number 
of  deaths  from  sunstroke  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  ;  in  1898  there  were  549  deaths  from 
sunstroke,  in  1899,  141  ;  in  1900,  315  and  in  1901  the  unprecedented  number  of  1,273  was 
recorded.  In  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  the  former  City  of  New  York,  the 
number  of  deaths  were  898,  a  figure  which  has  not  been  reached  since  the  organization  of  the 
Metropolitan  Board  of  Health  in  1866. 

The  following  table  is  a  continuation  of  the  one  compiled  by  Dr.  Roger  S.  Tracy  for  the  annual 
report  of  1S96,  in  which  he  compared  the  three  hottest  and  deadliest  summers  in  the  experience 
of  this  Department  ;  the  figures  for  1901  are  those  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  added  together 
so  that  a  true  comparison  may  be  made  with  those  of  the  former  City  of  New  York. 

The  weeks  from  June  23  to  July  6,  1872,  from  July  17  to  July  30,  1892,  from  August  2  to 
August  15,  1896,  and  from  June  23  to  July  6,  1901,  form  the  basis  of  the  comparison. 
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In  studying  this  table  the  remarkable  fact  is  noted  of  553  deaths  having  occurred  upon  a 
single  day,  July  2,  1901,  this  figure  being  far  and  above  any  previous  record,  and  looking  at  the 
temperature  upon  that  and  the  previous  day  we  find  that  the  thermometer  reached  100  degrees 
Fahrenheit  upon  both  ;  this  record  day  was  the  7th  day,  counting  from  the  day  upon  which  the 
thermometer  first  reached  90  degrees  ;  in  1896  the  culmination  of  the  mortality  was  reached  on 
the  8th  day,  in  1892  on  the  5th  day  and  in  1872  on  the  1st  day,  and  from  this  it  might  be  justly 
said  that  the  people  showed  a  more  resisting  physical  condition  than  in  the  years  1872  and  1892. 

The  hot  period  of  1901  more  closely  resembled  that  of  1896  than  those  of  1872  or  1892  ;  in 
1896  the  thermometer  stood  at  90  degrees  or  over  for  ten  consecutive  days,  the  humidity  and 
night  temperatures  being  excessively  high,  while  in  1901  the  thermometer  registered  90  degrees 
or  over  for  eight  days,  upon  two  days  reaching  the  100  degree  mark,  the  humidity  and  night 
temperatures  being  almost  as  high  as  those  of  1896  ;  altogether  the  greater  number  of  deaths 
upon  a  single  day  occurred  in  1901;  the  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  two  weeks  compared  were 
as  follows  :   1872,  2,398  deaths  ;  1892,  2,707  ;  1S96.  2,682  ;  1901,  2,571.

Out  of  every  100,000  of  the  population  there  died  from  sunstroke  in  the  above  week-  22 
persons  in  1872,  13  persons  in  1892,  35  persons  in  1896  and  34  persons  in  I9or,  proving  that, 
all  things  considered,  the  hot  week  of  1896  was  the  most  deadly  of  all  four.

Apparently  the  population  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  suffered  more  severely  than  any  of 
the  other  boroughs,  39  out  of  ioo,coo  of  the  population  dying  during  the  three  weeks  from 
sunstroke  against  22  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  27  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  15  in  the 
Borough  of  Queens  and  22  in  the  Borough  of  Richmond  ;  but  this  seeming  increased  mortality  of 
Manhattan  as  compared  with  the  other  boroughs  is  in  great  measure  explainable  by  the  deaths  in 
Manhattan  of  residents  of  other  boroughs  stricken  while  at  work. 

On  July  2  there  was  within  3  of  900  deaths  from  all  causes,  and  within  2  of  500  deaths 
from  sunstroke  in  the  Gr.  attr  City. 
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Suicides. 


There  were  718  suicides  during  the  year,  being  48  less  than  in  the  previous  year  ;  210  of 
these  were  German  and  254  were  natives  of  the  United  States,  the  two  combined  forming  65  per 
cent,  of  the  entire  number  ;  there  were  512  males  to  201  females,  and  almost 31  per  cent,  of  the 
males  and  almost  50  per  cent,  of  the  females  chose  carbolic  acid  as  a  means  of  making  their  exit  ; 
the  next  favorite  method  was  shooting,  143  males  and  4  females  had  recourse  to  this  means  ;  69 
males  and  45  females  inhaled  illuminating  gas  and  48  males  and  22  females  hung  themselves. 

Births. 

There  were  80,735  birth?  reported  during  the  year,  almost  1,000  less  than  in  the  previous 
year,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  marriages  reported  since 
1898  ;  there  is  undoubtedly  a  large  number  which  escape  registration  owing  to  the  neglect  of 
physicians  and  midwives,  and  this  is  particularly  true  of  the  boroughs  other  than  Manhattan. 

Of  the  80,735  repotted,  41,096  were  males  and  39,639  were  females,  a  proportion  of  1.037 
boys  to  one  girl ;  42,025  were  reported  by  physicians  and  38,710  by  midwives. 

Marriages. 
The  total  number  of  marriages  reported  was  33,447,  being  1,200  more  than  were  reported  in 
previous  years  ;  the  marriage  rate  for  the  entire  city  was  9.46.     For  the   Borough  of   Manhattan 
12.22  per  1,000;  for  Brooklyn  6.87,  Richmond  5.88,  Bronx  4.80  and  Queens  4.72  per   1,000  of 
population. 

3,761  widowers  and  1,395  widows  ventured  again  to  embark  upon  the  sea  of  matrimony. 

Searches  and  Transcripts. 
The  searches  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  numbered  26,361,  and  23,296  transcripts  of 
these  records  were  issued  during  the  year.
